la Wide drealutloii, Though Tbty 


Bmve Vo Commercial Value 


Boston, Get 23.—It IB reported that 


Secret Service Agent Barker, who bas 
charge of- the N«w England district, 
has 6*iaed. sereial tljousuud dollars 
worth "Of Old New Brunswick, N. J.. 
•tate (Mate notes from a dealer in coins, 
notee and stamps m this city. No ar- 
rest bas toes made ;n connection with 
tbe eebjuw, which, bowevvr, may be 
due to an novertaluty as to whether or 
not tbe 9ftat4ag of thtte notes was an 
act of counterfeiting and if a charge 
can be pwferrwl against those who 
may bave tbam in their possession. 


The bank which the notes represent 


went out of existence a number of years 
ago, and it is generally understood (hat 
its plates were sold to a junk dealer 
somewhere io New Jersey. Late de- 
velopments show beyond any doubt 
tbat these plates were preserved and 
Iliat notes have been printed from them 
sjnce the bank ceased to do business. 
Of course the notes have no commercial 
value on the money market, but being 
printed from genuine plates they are 
perfect in every detail and no doubt 
could be pass^fl as good currency among 
people who are not perfectly familiar 
with the appearance of bills, and it Is 
known tbat they bave gained some cir- 
culation in other states.

Few campaigns of any kind, munici- 


pal or atate, have aroused the women 
to such activity as the present New 
Tork 
city campaign. The 
fusion 


forces which are supporting the can- 
didacy "of Seth Low for mayor have 
been made to include an organization 
if so-called women fusionlsts,, who 
lave started cheerily out to distribute 
•mpaign literature to the benighted 


voters of the lower end of the city, 
much after the manner 
t>f women 


preparing for a Christmas entertain- 
ment. 


It is usual in such cases for the poli- 


ticians to smile as gracefully as "is in 
their power at this sudden Interest of 
the fair sex, to compliment them on 
their activity, and to make an effort 
to direct this activity where it will 
do as little harm as possible. But tue 
present campaign in New York is one 
in which both sides mean business. The 
fusionists and the Tammany men alike 
realize the vital importance of the 
struggle. It is no time for mincing 
of words and graceful smiles. 


And so it is that the women fusion- 


ists have heard perhaps for the first 
time a plain statement of facts as 
they are seen in'real politics. Judge 
Jerome administered the lesson In aa- 
dressing a gathering of the women 
workers Monday evening. He said in 
substance: 


"The women who were born and 


bred above Fourteenth street should 
stay there till after election. 
These 


people down town w'ould resent your 
intrusion. 
You can't pick things up 


in a minute. You can't go into their 
homes. You would offend these peo- 
ple. 
I suppose you would go down 


wearing your new fall bonnets; prob- 
ably you would drive down in your 
carriage and leave your man on the 
box while you went into the homes 
to distribute eighty-four page tracts; 
you would tell women there to read 
the tracts and to influence the votes 
in the family for Mr. Low. You would 
lose 
more votes to the fusion cause 


in a day "in one of those big tene- 
ments than we could gain in a week." 


Then Judge Jerome went on to tell 


his hearers that the 
only way in 


which they could be of real service 
was to get the rich men of their ac- 
quaintance to give large sums for the 
fusion 
cause, saying, 
"There 
are 


plenty of good, honest men who would 
gladly work in our interests, and who 
are capable of making an 
effective 


canvass in the districts which 
they 


know, who could give their days to us 
because they have families who must 
be supported by the day's "earnings, 
and these men could be hired, if we 
had the money." 


In calling attention to Judge 
Jer- 


ome's statements it is not the inten- 
tion to discredit the value ef women's 
interests in the affairs of government, 
but to emphasize the lack of discre- 
tion that usually follows their some- 
what erratic determinations to plunge 
into the active Whirl of campaigning. 
The women fusionists of New York 
had probably 
never imagined 
the 


probable effect of their methods of 
work until a keen, practical campaign- 
er called their attention to it. 


There is a place for woman's in- 


terest in politics. It is the same place 
that woman occupies in a'ffairs of re- 
ligious endeavor as it affects the com- 
munity, of social purity and of char- 
ity. 
Woman's work in 
al* matters 


which_ affect the community is most 
successful when acting through 
the 


family. It has been a part of wom- 
ari's subtle appreciation of her in- 
fluence in the world to recognize this 
in almost every field but that of pol- 
itics, in which her strength sh'ould be 
greatest by following the same rule 
that custom has based on the law of 
nature.

PAPER MILL IN THE WORLD 


At Portsmouth, N. H. About 625 Square 


Miles of Timber Lands Already 


Acquired in New Hampshire 


and Maine. Incorpora- 


tion This Week 


Wide interest has awakened in the 


facts given in yesterday's issue re- 
garding proposed pulp and paper mills 
to be erected in New Hampshire. It is 
now possible to add materially to these 
facts and to give the scope of the new 
enterprise in more detail, so far as it 
has been perfected. The White Moun- 
tain paper company has acquired over 
400,000 acres of timber land, spruce and 
poplar, in the White mountains. The 
extent of this wood supply will be ap- 
preciated when it is known that it cov- 
ers about one-fifteenth of the stafe of 
New Hampshire. This property George 
B. James of Boston has been for 30 
years acquiring. 
The company 
also 


has 20,000 horse-power rights on the 
Saco river, and its pulp mill will be 
built there. To it the logs can be 
floated down the river, so enabling the 
new company to get its wood supply to 
great advantage. The paper mill is to 
be located at Portsmouth, where there 
is tidewater on one side and the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad on the other. 
Thus coal can be obtained by water, 
and there will be favorable railroad ad 
vantages in shipping the product of 
the mill. Plans are being made to 
produce 500 tons of paper a day, 200 
tons of news paper and 300 of book 
paper. 


The capital of the White Mountain 


paper company, as already stated, will 
be $25,000,000 and the articles of in- 
corporation will be filed in New Jer- 
sey the latter part of the week. In 
construction and machinery, the best 
modern equipment will be provided. 
William B. Plunkett of Adams, who 
has given much time to studying all 
sides-of this enterprise, is to be presi- 
dent of the company. William Whit- 
ing of Holyoke has also become inter- 
ested, and will be one of the directors, 
it is hoped. John J. McCook, Gen. A. 
C. Barnes and W. C. Beer of New York 
are also to be directors. The treasurer 
will be Charles E. Locke of N«w York, 
John C. Morgan of New York, who 
built the Niagara Falls paper com- 
pany's mill and managed it until it 
was merged* in the international paper 
trust, is to be the practical manager 
and manufacturer. 
Mr. Morgan is 


favorably known as an experienced ex 
pert in this field. 


Such is the broad plan of an indus- 


trial enterprise of great magnitude and 
interest. 
This new connection is not 


to remove Mr. Plunkett from his estab 
lished and profitable relations with the 
Berkshire cotton manufa turing com- 
pany at Adams. If the development of 
the White Mountain paper company is 
carried out on the lines laid down for 
it, the result will be the operation of 
the largest paper mill in the world. It 
will be remembered that the cotton 
mills at Adams make up the largest 
single cotton plant in the world, and 
so this Berkshire man is likely to du- 
plicate his experience in another field. 
It is a fortunate fact, by the way, that 
Mr. Smith, who-has secured this im- 
mense tract of New Hampshire wood- 
land, has knowledge of forestry and 
will pay heed to that science in cut- 
ting the timber. The plan is to have 
it cut in a scientific way, and not to 
sweep the woods away, as has hitherto 
been done in getting timber for wood 
pulp. The Idea is to/so cut that the 
growth may be such as to insure a per- 
manent supply to the company, as 
well as to protect the state from un- 
wise denudation of its forest tracts. 
On« ol New England'* Cj-eat Indus- 


tries 


If there is any one industry more 


peculiar to New England than others, 
it is this manufacture of wood pulp 
and of paper made from that material, 
largely because of the fact that the 
best qualities of timber for that pur- 
pbse are to be found in the forests of 
northern New England. 
In fact, no 


where in America is there to be found 
timber for this purpose equal to the 
spruce of New England, less than 10 
of 45 states growing spruce and the 
growth being substantially confined to 
northern New England, the Adiron- 
dacks a limited area in West Virginia 
and North Carolina, and small areas 
in Northern Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. 
* 


Hitherto substantially all 
of 
the 


spruce cut for the paper industry in 
New England has been from the for- 
ests of Maine and the extreme north- 
ern part of New Hampshire. But there 
is another immense tract of the finest 
timber of this sort in New Hampshire, 
and Maine, which is yet practically 
virgin forest, which the woodman's ax 
has scarcely touched and which con- 
tains the finest growth of timber suit- 
able for paper making in the country 
a tract comprising about 400,000 acres, 
equal to one-fifteenth of the area of 
the state of New Hampshire, entered 
by two lines of the Boston and Maine 
railroad, traversed by the courses of 
at least three rivers suitable for the 
floating of the timber to pulp mills at 
a minimum cost, and with a soil so 
congenial to the growth of spruce that, 
cutting the whole tract over every ^0 
or 25 years, it is possible to have a per 
petual supply of timber for the manu- 
facture of wood pulp and paper.

The 
capitalization of the White 


Mountain Paper company Is $25,000,000 
—110.000,000 being in first mortgage, 5 
per cent., sinking-fund, 30-year gold 
bonds, $6,000,000 in 7 per cent, cumu 
lative, preferred stock, and 110,000,000 
common stock; the bonds to be a first 


lien upon all the real estate, plants 
and machinery of the compnay and 
secured by a sinking fund of not less 
than $200,000 annually, and to com- 
mence not later than five years after 
the completion of the plant, the sink- 
ing fund to be used in the retirement 
of the bonds by purchase in open mar- 
ket at a price not to exceed 110; the 
preferred stock to be cumulative as to 
dividends' and preferred over the com- 
mon in any distribution of the assets 
of the company, the dividend of 7 per 
cent, to be paid quarterly, and both 
preferred, and common stock to be 
full paid and non-assessable.

ail the preferred and common stock is 
to be taken up by those interested in 
forming the corporation, the only se- 
curities offerel. to the public being 
such portion of the issue of bonds as 
is necessary for the construction of 
te plants, presumably about $5,000,000 
worth. As a working capital, it is pro- 
posed that the new company shall 
start with 500.000 in cash, 
$500,000 in 


bonds, $500,000 in preferred stock and 
$500,000 of common stock in the treas- 
ury, a total of $2,000,000, which should 
be sufficient to meet any and all needs 
of its treasury.

A NEW TIMETABLE NEXT MONDAY 


On Fltchburg Division of Boston & 


Maine. 'Eight O'clock Train will 


Arrive at Nine. Will Make 


Changes in Mail Service 


The winter time table on the Fitch- 


burg division of the Boston and Maine 
will go into effect Monday morning, 
and it will bring in more 
radical 


changes in the running of trains than 
North Adams has seen, in years. 


The running time of several import- 


ant trains will be cut down and in 
many ways the train service is im- 
proved until it is fair to say that we 
have never had a better winter time- 
table on the road. 


But there are changes in the eve- 


ning trains from the *ast that will 
make some 'Of the regular patrons of 
the road, and particularly the people 
who have been in the habit of going 
to the postofflce after the arrival of 
the 8 o'clock mail, feel somewhat lost. 
The regular 8 o'clock express has been 
a fixture for years. Other trains were 
changed, but that one continued to ar- 
rive at the same hour—or practically 
so, for fiv« or ten minutes made little 
difference. 


But beginning next Monday, No. 3, 


which is the official designation of this 
train, will leave Boston at 4.30 every 
afternoon and arrive here at 9 o'clock.
